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PREFACE. 

In  1.S74  Rev.  Saiimel  Orcutt  ])ublished  liis  invahiable  "His- 
tory of  Wolcott,"  containing,  besides  other  matter,  partial 
genealogies  of  about  sixty  of  the  old  families  of  that  town.  In 
1897  Rev.  James  H.  Pitts,  of  Xewfields,  X.  II.,  published  the 
.second  of  a  series  of  three  volumes  of  Lane  Genealogies,  —  the.se 
volumes  designed  to  include  the  descendants  of  eleven  earliest 
.settlers  of  the  name,  among  whom  no  bond  of  relationship  is  so 
far  discoverable.  The  second  volume  contains  the  descendants 
of  Robert  Lane,  of  Stratford,  Conn.,  and,  as  far  as  here  known, 
is  a  valuable  contribution  to  New  England  (lenealogy. 

l^oth  these  compilers  fell  into  probably  then  unavoidable 
errors  as  to  the  Lanes  of  Wolcott.  Few  or  no  similar  compila- 
tions are  free  from  inaccuracies,  nor  is  it  likely  that  this  pam- 
phlet will  be  found  flawless.  There  is  found  some  conflict  of 
"authority,"  or,  at  least,  of  statement,  especially  as  to  earlier 
generations  of  a  few  allied  families.  This,  however,  is  usually 
in  those  details  Ihat,  for  the  purpose  now  in  hand,  and  under 
the  difficulties  and  impossibilities  attending  pursuit  of  exact 
hi.storical  truth,  must  be  regarded  as  of  minor  importance.  It 
is  hoped  that  no  greatly  misleading  errors  can  be  found,  and 
that  thev  who  are  most  nearly  concerned  ma\"  find  herein,  as  to 
their  honored  ancestors,  a  reasonable  approach  to  such  fullness 
and  accuracy  as  is  now  attainable.  But  this  little  work  is  not 
offered  as  genealogN^'s  "  last  word  "  to  the  living  descendants  of 
]).\xiEL  and  Makv  Lane.  Whoso  detects  and  corrects  errors 
and  knows  or  finds  matter  herein  omitted  may  by  so  much  add 
very  desirably  to  the  history  of  the  Lanes  of  Wolcott. 
■  It  has  not  been  the  purpose  in  these  pages  to  .set  forth  a  Lane 
Genealogy,  but  to  stipply  a  few  corrections  and  additions  to  the 
books  already  published,   based   in   part  on  further  examination 
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of  records  at  Killingworth,  Waterbury,  and  Wolcott, —  but  mere 
on  the  personal  knowledge  of  living  or  lately  living  individuals 
-of  the  sixth  and  seventh  generations,  descendants  of  five  of 
the  children  of  Daniel  and  Mary  Lane.  Such  as  the  work  is, 
some  coming  genealogist,  in  an  as  yet  unborn  generation,  may 
iind  it  of  some  small  service.  The  circumstances  under  v/hich 
it  has  been  compiled  and  printed  have  made  it  desirable  to  go  to 
press  without  waiting  longer  for  more  than  a  fairly  full  collection 
of  desirable  contemporaneous  matter.  Were  printing  delayed  for 
twenty  A^ears  longer  something  yet  would  be  wanting  ;  for  much 
waiting  as  well  as  working  is  needful. 

To  the  records  of  Connedticut  towns  is  owed  most  of  that 
which  is  is  herein  brought  together  as  to  the  earlier  generations 
of  our  various  ancestral  families.  The  continuitv  of  the  records 
is  often  broken  by  post-revolutionar}-  neglect,  btit  much  oftener 
by  the  great  westward  movement  which  has  dispersed  the  later 
posterity  from  sea  to  sea  and  between  the  limits  of  our  zone. 
The  period  from  1775  to  1825  is  from  numerous  causes  one  of 
much  genealogical  difficulty.  Many  a  name  and  date,  with 
other  facfts  of  value,  have  gone  from  us  forever  at  the  death  of 
each  graj'-haired  relative,  in  whose  accurate  memory  alone  that 
noM^  so  much  desired  knowledge  was  stored.  This  had  been  far 
otherwise  had  the  now  gra^'-haii'ed  living  found  earlier  interest 
in  that  branch  of  man 's  history  the  province  of  which  is  to  give 
to  each  individual,  of  whatever  esteem  in  the  world's  sight,  a 
place  —  and  that  with  precision  —  in  the  lengthening  muster- 
roll  of  once  honored  and  now  numerically  great  families.  Much 
vet  may  be  saved  from  the  oblivion  which  already-  has  overtaken 
mrich  of  the  century- 's  unwritten  family  history-.  If  so  wished, 
the  compilers  of  these  few  Notes  will  co-operate,  as  best  they 
may,  with  their  kindred  of  an}'  family  name  in  doing  this  for  us 
small  but  to  posterity  true  service.  At  some  time  far  to  come, 
posterity,  which  cannot  be  graceless,  may  value  such  service  as 
we  value  both  the  service  of  our  record-keeping  colonial  ances- 
tors and  the  unusual  care  of  some  grand-parent  who  had  the 
then  rareh'-given  faculty  of  "  looking  before  and  after," — gene- 
alogically. 

Since  the  first  five  generations  of  the  Lanes  and  allied  families 
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were,  as  far  as  known,  of  Conne(flicut  from  earlier  settlements 
until  about  1800,  it  has  not  seemed  needful  to  repeat  the  name 
of  the  state  with  each  mention  of  a  town  in  that  state.  A  like 
omission  has  been  made  as  to  well-known  towns  of  other'^states. 
It  is  probable  that  no  great  geographical  difficulty  will  be  met. 
The  following  explanation  is  made,  of  course,  for  such  as  never 
knew  the  venerable  mother-state,  and  who  hitherto  have  not 
found  occasion  to  study  the  classic  details  of  its  map  and  to 
read  the  profitable  history  of  its  ancient  towns. 

Stratford  (by  its  Indian  name  of  Cupheag)  was  organized  in 
1639  and  received  its  present  name  in  1645.  It  is  fourteen  miles 
west  of  New  Haven  and  forty-nine  miles  southw^est  of  Hartford 
and  near  the  mouth  of  the  Housatonic.  Before  the  last  federal 
census  was  made,  its  western  part,  the  borough  of  West  Strat- 
ford, was  annexed  to  Bridgeport,  leaving  to  the  present  town 
about  2600  inhabitants. 

The  first  society  of  Killingworth  (native  name  HammorMSset^ 
was  settled  about  1660,  and  was  included  in  the  county  of  New 
London  until  Middlesex  county  was  set  off  in  1785.  This,  the 
southern  part  of  the  ancient  town,  in  1838  was  organized  as  the 
town  of  Clinton,  The  second  society  was  formed^in  1735,  then 
knov^n  as  North  Killingworth.  The  towns  of  Killingworth  and 
Clinton  are  twenty-five  miles  east  from  New  Haven  and  about 
thirty-seven  miles  south-and-by-east  from  Ha,rtford,  "and  are 
near  the  Sound.  In  1890  their  population  was  for  Killingworth 
582,  and  for  Clinton  1384. 

Wolcott,  at  first  included  in  Waterbury,  was  set  off  in  1770, 
and,  following  an  ingenious  Connedlicut  custom,  was  then 
named  Farmingburj-, — because  it  was  formed  from  Farmington 
and  Waterbur^^  In  1779  the  eastern  part  was  returned  to 
Farmington,  and  in  1796  the  town  was  re-named  in  honor 
of  the  older  Governor  Oliver  Wolcott.  It  lies  in  the  northern 
part  of  New  Haven  county,  and  adjoins  Hartford  county  east- 
wardly  and  Litchfield  county  northwardly.  It  is  nearly  equi- 
distant , — about  25  miles, — from  Hartford  and  New  Haven.  Irt 
1890  its  population  was  522,  a  gain,  in  ten  years,  of  29. 

Plymouth  and  Cornwall  are  in  Litchfield  county ;  Bristol, 
Plantsville,  Southington,  Wethersfield,  and  Windsor  in  Hart- 
ford county  ;  and  Guilford  in  New  Haven  countv.     The  towns

here  named  are  the  principal  ancestral  places  mentioned  in  the 
following  pages. 

Three  of  the  "fonr  descendants"  mentioned  on  the  title-page 
are  Mrs.  Joseph  F.  Smith,  of  Bristol  ;  Mrs.  Elisha  R.  Newell, 
of  Plantsville  ;  and  Hiram  AV.  Lane,  of  Russell,  Penn.:  each  of 
whom  has  made  persona.1  examination  of  the  several  records  at 
Waterbury  and  A\''olcott.  ]Most  of  the  information  relating  to 
Mary  Lane  Alcox  and  of  Daniel  Lane  3d  was  pa.tienth'  and 
carefully  collected  b}-  ]\Irs.  vSmith.  Besides  her  genealogical 
contributions,  ^Irs.  Newell  has  furnished  some  interesting  ob- 
servations on  the  now  venerable  village  of  Wolcott.     To  "Six.

Lane  fell  the  brief  history  of  the  Camden  branch  of  the  familv, 

and  his  liberalit}-  made  it  practicable  to  print  that  which  it  was 
at  fir.st  intended  to  deposit  in  manuscript  with  the  Historical 
Societies  at  Hartford,  Albany,  and  Madison. 

The  compilers  have  availed  themselves  most  thankfully  of 
the  courteoush'-given  services  of  among  others,  ]\Irs.  Franklin 
F.  Knous,  of  New  Haven  ;  Theodore  F.  Lane,  of  Wallingford  ; 
James  Shepard,  of  New  Britain  ;  Hon.  William  AVallace  Lee,  of 
Meriden  ;  Dr.  (reorge  L.  Parmele,  of  Hartford  ;  B.  Howell  Ciris- 
wold,  of  Baltimore  ;  — all  favorably  known  in  the  field  of  gene- 
alogical investigation.  Among  the  town-clerks  of  Connecticut, 
none  has  been  of  more  essential  service  than  he  of  Killingworth, 
O.  L.  Dudley,  Esq.  AVhatever  the  library  of  the  Wisconsin 
Historical  vSociety  could  contribute  has  been  placed  most  freel}^ 
within  reach  by  Messrs.  Reuben  G.  Thwaites  and  Isaac  S.  Brad- 
le^■,  respectivelv  the  secretary  and  the  librarian  of  tha.tnseful 
and  ever-growing  vState  institution.  One  of  the  compilers  owes 
at  least  some  indefinite  acknowledgment  to  his  old  friends, 
Messrs.  Park  &  Kenney,  of  the  F:^lkhom  Independent,  for  the 
unusual  facilities  accorded  for  the  mechanical  work  of  this  con- 
tribution to  our  family  history.

LANE-GRISWOIvD  ANCESTORS. 
FIRST  GENERATION.

ROBERT  LANE,  it  ma}^  be  assumed  with  confidence,  was 
born  in  England.  It  has  been  said,  though  without  show  of 
proof  or  likelihood,  that  he  was  a  native  of  Derbyshire.  That 
he  was  born  about  1639  may  be  inferred  reasonably  from  these 
known  fadts  ;  namely, —  i.  A  "  home-lot  "  Avas  laid  out  to  him 
in  1660.  2.  Dec.  19,  1665,  he  married  Sarah  Pickett,  (who 
was  baptized  in  1648).  3.  He  served  his  town  in  the  colonial 
assembly  from  1699  to  1715.  4.  He  died  April  2,  1718,  at 
Killingworth.  Then,  if  born  in  1639,  1^^  was  a  landholder  at 
the  age  of  21,  a  husband  at  26,  a  legislator  at  60  to  76,  and  died 
at  79.  He  is  mentioned  at  Stratford  as  cow-keeper,  fence 
viewer,  and  burier,  and,  in  1686,  deputy  to  court  of  election  at 
Hartford.  In  1695  he  removed  to  Killingworth,  where  he  was 
a(5tive    in  affairs  of  church   and   town    until    his  death. 

Robert  was  of  even  generation  with  Henry  Crane  ;  with 
the  children  of  John  Pickett,  William  Kelsey,  Andrew  Ward, 
Michael  Griswold,  and  John  Sheather  ;  and  with  grand-child- 
ren of  George  Hull,  Joseph  Loomis,  Vincent  Meigs,  and  the 
elder  John  Pannelee.  That  is,  he  was  a  geners,tion  younger 
than  the  settlers  of  Windsor,  Hartford,  New  Haven,  and  Guil- 
ford, and  was  of  the  young  freemen  at  the  settlement  of 
Norwalk,  Stratford,  and  New  London.  The  circumstances  of 
his  life  at  Stratford  indicate  that  he  was  of  the  3^eoman  class 
to  which  England  and  America  owe  such  large  political  and 
other  debt.  If  he  was  of  a  Derbyshire  escutcheon-bearing 
family,    the   burden    of  proof  is    on    such    as    assert  it.     If,   as 
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intimated  at  page  172,  Vol.  II,  "  Lane  Genealogies,"  there  is  in 
existence  "a  memorial  of  Lane  aristocrac}-, "  its  submission  to 
the  Herald's  Office  for  examination  would  determine,  first,  its 
genuineness,  and  then  its  proper  custodian.  The  chances  of 
finding  such  custody  ever  to  have  been  with  Robert  Lane, 
though  few  among  a  thousand  possibilities,  cannot  be  set  down 
definitely  at  zero.  To  such  as  are  fairly  informed  as  to  early 
colonial  customs  it  is  somewhat  significant  that  his  name  is 
never  found  in  records  wnth  the  respe(5lful  prefix  of  ' '  Mr.  "  It 
maj'  be  observed  that  while  the  Puritan  founders  of  republican 
instittitions  in  New  England  brought  with  them  little  knight- 
hood and  less  nobility  they  were  not  social  levellers.  Birth 
and  wealth,  as  well  as  official  station,  wei"e  respected  and  had 
due  consideration,  even  in  assignment  of  seats  in  the  churches. 
Whatever  mark  of  respect  or  distinction  was  our  ancestor's  right 
the  clerk  of  his  town  was  not  likely  either  to  be  unaware  of  it 
or  to  disregard  it.  In  England  the  name  of  Lane  was  ancient 
and  sometimes  honored.  Robert  and  his  father-in-law,  John 
Pickett,  whatever  their  ancestry,  were  men  of  character  and 
capacity, —  honored  in  their  time,  and  most  worthy  ancestors  of 
American  freemen.

Of  course,  this  is  unfounded 
and  unprofitable,  but  not  more  so  than  many  another  ingenious  genealogi- 
cal speculation.]

DANIEL  LANE  2d,  was  born  at  Killingworth,  December  i8, 
1736;  married  Mary  Griswold,  July  14,  1763;  removed  to 
Wolcott,  1773  ;  married,  2d,  Sarah  Seward,  daughter  of  Amos 
Seward  and  Ruth  Rogers,  April  6,  1791,  by  whom  no  children. 
According  to  a  certificate  of  the  Adjutant-General  of  Connedli- 
cut,  (July  13th,  1897),  Daniel  Lane,  private,  enlisted  July  17, 
1780,  and  was  discharged  Dec.  14,  1780;  as  found  in  return  of 
levies  that  served  in  1780,  in  Col.  Samuel  B.  Webb's  regiment. 
According  to  Hon.  Henry  Claj^  Evans,  U.  S.  Commissioner  of 
Pensions,  in  answer  to  inquir}^  (March  4,  1S98),  Daniel  Lane, 
then  of  Suffield,  aged  79  years,  applied  for  a  pension  Aug.  g, 
1832.  This  claim  was  allowed,  for  fourteen  months  actual  ser- 
vice, part  of  which  service  was  in  Capt.  Hanchett's  company  of 
the  regiment  of  Col.  Wyllys.  He  enlisted  at  Roxbury,  but  in 
Connedticut  service.  It  is  not  shown  that  Daniel  of  Sufiield 
was  or  was  not  a  descendant  of  Robert  and  Sarah,  but  quite 
enough  is  shown  to  make  it  clear  that  there  were  at  least  two 
Daniels  in  the  field,  and  that  he  of  Wolcott,  was  not,  in  his  96th 
year,  the  pensioner  of  1832,  while  the  service  of  him  of  Suffield 
did  not  include  the  service  of  1780,  to  which  the  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's certificate  refers. 

In  1795  Daniel  2d,  joined  Sarah,  his  wife,  with  her  mother, 
brothers,  and  sisters  in  selling  land,  formerly  part  of  estate  of 
Amos  Seward  ;  and  in  1796  he  sold  land  to  his  son  Asahel. 
These  facts,  derived  from  the  land  records  at  Waterbury,  make 
it  certain  that  the  entry  in  the  Wolcott  record  of  death  of 
Daniel  Lane  in  1794  refers  to  the  elder  Daniel.  In  1798  he 
urged  his  youngest  son,  Daniel  Lane  3d,  to  remove  with  him 
to  Whitestown,  N.  Y.,  as  the  latter  long  afterward  told  his 
grandchildren  at  Plymouth,  Conn.     Comparing  and  reconciling 
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the  fadls  tola  by  Daniel  3d  to  his  grand-children  with  the  facfts 
as  given  to  her  brother's  family  by  Mrs.  Belinda  (Beckwith)  Ing- 
ham it  seems  quite  safe  to  say  that  Daniel  Lane  2d  removed 
about  1798  to  Whitestown,  N.  Y.,  where  part  of  the  Seward 
family  had  settled,  and,  probably,  died  before  1804,  in  which 
year  David  and  Mabel  (Lane)  Beckwith  removed  to  Paris,  a  few 
miles  farther  up  Sauquoit  creek.  The  relations  between  Sarah 
and  her  step-children  may  have  been  dropped  at  Daniel's  death 
though  she  survived  him  by  some  years.

His  son 
stated  when  I  bought  his  father's  M,SS.,  that  some  important  papers  had 
been  abstradled  by  a  borrower,  and  the  copy  may  have  been  one  of  the 
missing  papers."

ASAHEL  LANE  was  baptized  at  Killingworth,  July  31,1768  ;

These 
genealogists  show  that  a  family  document  mentions  Edward  and  Matthew, 
in  Connecticut,  and  Thomas,  in  England,  in  such  wise  as  to  lead  fairly  to 
the  inference  that  these  were  the  only  sons  of  their  father,  were  it  not  for 
the  deed  mentioned  at  page  17,  which,  if  genuine  and  in  existence,  seems 
conclusive  ;  for  there  has  been  no  indication  of  two  Edwards  in  the  first 
American  generation. 

Note  on  Jo.srph  Loomi.S. — vSince  page  56  was  printed  it  is  learned  that 
Joseph  was  born  probably  about  1,590,  at  Braintree,  Essex,  England.  His 
-wife  was  Mary,  daughter  of  Robert  White,  of  Messing,  Essex,  (and  wife 
Bridget,  daughter  of  William  AUgar,  of  Shalford,  Essex).  Joseph  died 
Nov.  25,1658.  Mary  was  baptized  Aug.  24,  1590,  married  June  30,  1614,  and 
died  Aug.  23,  1652.     Bridget  was  baptized  March  11,  1562.

KILLING  WORTH. 

Lying  between  Guilford  and  .Saybrook,  and  between  the  northward  wild- 
erness and  the  Sound,  Killingworth  was  not  at  first  considered  worth 
settlement.  The  sterile  highland  was  occupied  bj'  a  few  wigwams,  the 
homes  of  the  weaker  ones  of  their  defeated  and  retiring  warrior  tribe. 
Building  sites  were  allotted,  near  the  sound,  in  166.^  to  white  settlers  by 
some  method  analogous  to  "drawing  cuts."  Farming,  mainly,  was  the  oc- 
cupation, each  family  supplj'ing  its  own  need  for  food  and  clothing.  They 
sowed,  pulled,  threshed,  rotted,  broke,  dressed,  hetclielled,  spun,  and 
wove  tiieir  flix,  and  with  this  and  their  wool  they  clothed  themselves, — 
household  labor,  from  first  to  last.  Oysters,  clams,  and  fish  abounded. 
Shad  was  so  common  as  to  be  half -despised.  Sea  food  was  exchanged  for 
grain  and  vegetables  with  inland  settlements.  Though  farming  here  does 
not  now  promise  a  rapid  rise  of  fortune,  the  land-owner  who  is  not  in 
debt  and  who  has  health  and  ambition  can  live  and  even  prosper,  and 
m;)del  farms  are  found.  The  town  lies  303  feet  above  sea-level,  and  water- 
falls supply  abundant  mill-power.  A  more  healthful  region  is  not  to  be 
found,  as  many  a  temporarily  resident  physician  has  found  to  his  cost. 
For  some  years  previous  to  1840  Killingworth-built  vessels  for  coasting 
trade  were  in  great  repute. 

The  men  of  Killingworth  were  among  the  foremost  in  revolutionary 
spirit,  and  furnished  a  hundred  soldiers  for  the  cause.  The  pioneer  spirit 
has  been  equally  marked,  and  its  hardy  colonial  families  are  represented 
in  nearly  every  westward  state  and  territory.  The  European  immigrant 
now  seems  likely  to  re -people  this  land  where  our  fathers  died.  The 
newer  town  of  Clinton  includes  part  of  the  old  domain,  and  with  it  the 
bones  of  many  an  ancestor  named  in  preceding  pages.  [Condensed  from 
an  interesting  description  most  kindly  prepared  by  Prof.  Clarence  Bron- 
SON  Lane,  State  Agricultural  Experiment  .Station.

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WOI.COTT. 


This  hill  town  was  S2ttled  by  families  from  New  Haven,  Walling'ford, 
North  Haven,  and  Killing-worth,  in  and  after  1731,  coming-  in  by  an  Indian 
trail  between  Farmington  and  Mattatuck.  The  road  is  still  toilsome,  and 
one  mig:ht  -wonder  why  fairer  plains  should  have  been  passed  by  to  reach 
and  occupy  such  a  rocky  solitude,  with  such  an  unpromising-  face  for  the 
plowman.  Its  elevation  of  nearly  a  thousand  feet  above  sea-level  gave  it 
one  attra(5lion  amid  all  its  ruggedness  :  it  was  and  is  malaria-proof.  There 
are  a  fe-w  good  farms  and  a  few  prosperous  farmers,  notwithstanding-  a  loss 
of  population  since  1825  ;  bat  its  wealth  is  chiefly  in  its  woodland.  Its 
beauty  lies  in  its  rugged,  untamable  nature,  and  in  its  tumbling  mountain 
streams,  which  supply  four  valley  towns  with  beautifulh'  clear  water.  The 
village  consists  of  church,  school-house,  town  hall,  and  six  or  seven  dwell, 
ings,  standing  irreg-ularly  around  the  "  g-reen."  In  one  of  the  houses  is  the 
post-oifice,  which  daily  leceives  and  despatches  one  mail.  A  "keeper  of 
the  green  "  menaces  with  woe  the  person  whose  horse  or  cow  profanes  the 
little  public  domain,  though  the  grass  grows  luxuriantly  there.  Behind 
the  church,  and  below  steep  rocks  is  — 

"  Tlie  cit3r  of  the  dead,  where  they  rest  within  their  bed, 
Where  the  streets  have  grasses  cool  and  long." 

Throughout  the  town  are  grass-grown  cellar-holes,  and  crumbling  bases 
of  old  stone  chimneys  coming  year  by  year  more  nearly  to  that  aspedl  of 
untouched  nature  which  these  hills  must  have  had  to  our  ancestors  when 
first  they  came  to  wrest  from  them  a  hard-earned  living.  One  can  but 
think  that  in  the  long  run  Nature  has  won. 

HERAT.DIC. 

Burke  mentions  twenty-three  I<ane  families,  in  widely  various  parts  of 
the  kingdom,  to  which  coats-of-arms  have  been  granted.  Only  the  Lanes 
of  Ryelands,  Herefordshire;  of  Badgemore,  Oxfordshire;  and  of  King's 
Bromley,  Staffordshire  ;  seem  now  remaining,  of  these  twenty-three,  as 
escutcheon-bearers.  The  escutcheons  of  the  three  families  named  in  no 
-way  resemble  that  mentioned  at  page  172,  vol.  ii,  "  Lane  GenealoQies  "  and 
at  page  9  ot  this  -work.  The  following  described  armorial  bearings  have  a 
family  resemblance  to  that  supposed  by  some  of  Robert  Lane's  descend- 
ants to  have  belonged  to  his  ancestors;  but  it  not  shown  at  what  time  they 
-were  granted.  (Orcutt,  in  History  of  Stratford,  supposes,  without  telling 
why,  that  Robert  was  of  Derbyshire ;  but  Burke  does  not  appear  to  have 
found  such  family  in  that  county. ) 

Lane,  London:  Gules,  on  a  fesse  wavy  between  three  swans  argent,  as 
nianv  crosses  forniee  or.      [Probably  that  above  referred  to.]
